HISTORY 


Fir«t Ten Year* «• a Territory of the 


Nation and Later Admitted a* 


Commonwealth It I* Now. 


Wisconsin ia sixty-nine years old to- 
day. 
., Every city in the state is marking 
with patriotic celebration, in more o" 
less degree, the birthday of th'« Bad- 
ger state—one of the greatest food 
producing units of the nation. 
Sixty-nine years ago today Preei- 
ago 
:, the 
dent James K. Folk, the nation's sec- 
ond Irish executive, approved the act 
of congress admitting the state to 
the union after ten, jflars as a terri- 
tory, during which tlmp it was at- 
tempted four times by popular vote 
through the efforts of Governor Doty 
to petition for a state government. 
Following the first constitutional 
convention, the people voted 14,119 
for and 20/281 against the acceptance 
of the document drawn. It wa* a 
bitter campaign and the vote came 
April 5, 1847. The convention had 
been in session between October «nd 
December 16, 1846. 


An outline of the Badger state's 
early history follows:

state into the union." He lollownJ 
this (Jnnuarv 13) by the introduction 
of a bill to that effect. The measuve 
was approved 
by 
President 
Polk 
August 10. 
Meanwhile in January and Febru- 


ary, 
1S4&, the council and house of 
Wisconsin territory 
had favorably 
voted on the proposition, and dis- 
cussed some of the principal features 
of the proposed state constitution. 
On April 17 the question of statehood 
was passed upon by the people of the 
territory, 'the returns this time show- 
ing 12,224 votes for and 2,487 against. 
August 1, Governor Dodge Isnued a 
proclamation calling- a convention for 
the drafting of a constitution and ap 
portioning 124 delegates to the Vari- 
ous counties. These, delegates wero 
elected September 7. 
The convention was an able body 
of thoroughly representative men. of 
whom 42 were native of 'New Tort 
state, 29 of New Bnpland, and 12 of 
foreign birth; 69 of them were furri- 
ers and 20 lawyers: The oldest man 
was 65 and the youngest 23. 
The 
speeches, as recorded in the news- 
capers of-tbe day, were of an escarp 
tioriallv nigh order. 
Tbe constitu- 
tion which these men framed was sub- 
mitted to nopular vote April 5. 1847, 
the result "bein^r 14,119 ayes and 20,- 
231 nays. The contest, over the doc- 
ument had been of an exoitlnK na- 
ture; the defeat was owing to differ- 
ences of opinion upon the article re- 
lating: to the rights of married women, 
the article of exemptions and thosn 
on banks, the elective judiciary, and 
the numerical size of the lepislatuio. 
As soon as practicable. Governor 
Dodge (September 27.. 1847) called n 
special session of 
the 
legislature, 
which convened at Madison October 
18 and made provisions for a second 
constitutional 
convention 
with 
«9 
members. Most of the members of 
the 
flrst 
convention 
declined 
re- 
election to the second.- 
Thu second convention, which on 
the whole, was thought to represent 
a more conservative element than the 
flrst, was In session at Madison from 
December 15, 1847, to February 1, 
1848. 
The nativity list shows thnt 
25 were born in /New York state, 24 
in New England and only 7 In foreign 
landD. The oldest man was 66 anil 
the youngest 26, with an average age 
of about S7. 
The members of both conventions 
were men of high standing in their 
respective communities, and later 
many of them held prominent pos'.- 
tions in the service of the nation and 
the state.

As soon as possible after the dose 
of the convention notice was given In 
congress (February 21. 1848) by our 
representative, John H. Tweedy, of 
his intention to introduce another 
bill for the admission of "WisconMU 
into the union. March 13 the people 
of the territory voted on the new con- 
stitution and it was adopted by 1«L,799 
ajws and 6,884-nagw. Maeob 1«, in 


each day thereafter until disposer!;" 
and -on the llth -was engrossed, rexA 
a third time and passed. The senate 
at opce took action. May 12, the bill 
was there head flrst and second times 
and referred to committee on terri- 
torsles. A .week later (May 19-) the 
bill was concurred In, and ten days 
later (May 29) it was approved t" 
the president. 
Wisconsin was thus admitted to the 
union of states by the act of congress 
approved May 29, 1S48. 
Upon the day of the general vote 
on the new constitution (March lo> 
the territorial legislature adjourned 
sine die, after making full arrange- 
ments for the new government wh'ch 
was to succeed it, for it was well un- 
derstood what the popular 
verdict 


would be. 
The general election for the first 
state officers and the members of the 
flrst state legislature was held May 8. 
Upon the 7th of June Governor Nelson 
Dewey and h'.s fellow officials were 
gworn into office, and the legislature 
opened its flrst session. Thus 
the 
state of Wisconsin began business. 
In the early lead mining days in 
southwestern Wisconsin tne miners 
from southern Illinois and 
farther 
south returned home every winter and 
came back to the diggings in the 
spring, thus 
imitating the migra- 
tions of the fish commonly called the 
"sucker" in the Rock, Illinois and 
other south-flowing rivers of the re- 
gion. For this reason the south-win- 
terers were jocosely called "Sucker-; 
and Illinois became known as "The 
Sucker state." On the other hand, 
lead miners from the eastern states 
were unable to return home every 
winter and at first lived in rude dug- 
outs—burrowing 
into the 
hillside* 
after the fashion of the badger. These 
men were the flrst permanent settlers 
In the mines north of the Illinois line; 
and Wisconsin, in later days, becarn-3 
dubbed "The Badger 
state." Con- 


trary to general beHef, thp badger it- 
self- is not frequently found in Wis- 
consin.

excessive rains, cloudbursts, or floods, 
the height of-the water is increased 
until it promises to overflow the dam, 
this opening will carry off the surplus 
harmlessly. 
An earth dam without a 


spillway would presage almost certain 
destruction to all who lived in the val- 
ley below it. 


In the case of the Picket Wire dara, 


the spillway had to be cut and, in part, 
blasted out of the mountain side—that 
is, through the spur of the mesa, which 
reached down from its high ivall 
towards the narrows. There had been 
a series of blunders and mishaps, 
which Included the explosion of a ship- 
ment of dynamite on the railroad, with 
very disastrous consequences to accom.- 
panylng rock crushers and mixers, and 
other machinery. The spillway had not 
been completed. Its opening should 
have been about twelve feet below the 
level of the dam.
